He bends to the order 
of the seasons, the weather, the soil, 
and crops, as tlie sails of the ship 
bend to the wind. He represents 
continuous hard labor year in and 
year out, and small gains. He takes 
the pace of seasons, plants, and 
chemistry. 
Nature never hurries; 


atom by atom, little by little, she 
achieves her work. The farmer ties 
himself to Nature, and acquires the 
livelong patience which belongs to 
her: 
he. must wait for his crop to 


grow. 


His entertainments, his liberties. 


and his spending, must be on a farm- 
er's scale, not a merchant's. It were 
as false for farmers to use a whole- 
sale nnd massy expense us for Rtnti-s 
to use minute economy. 


He hns great trusts confided, to 


him. 
In the great household of Na- 


ture the farmer stands at the door of 
the bread-room, and weighs each 
loaf. It is for him to ^say whether
